The interest In the Ada. Davis mur- 


der case continues un'ibated. The 
court room was filled to overflowing 
all day. Attorneys m the city vare 
showing unusual interest and the 
space in front of the railing which 
divides the audience from the court 
attaches is well filled with attorneys 
and officers. 
The door leading into 


the aiudience room was Sited. Specta- 
tors made use of everything to allow 
them to obtain a view of the interior 
of the room. One woman solved the 
problem by obtaining an eleven foot 
step ladder, placed it in position near 
the open door and mounted n, thus 
she was given a "bird's-eye" view of 
the court room and what was trans- 
piring within the room. 


Dr. D. M. Smith was the first wit- 


ness called Wednesday morning for 
the State in the first degree murder 
trial of Ada Davis, who is accused of 
shooting her lover, John Hammond. 
The witness stated that he was called 
to render surgical aid to Hammond 
at the Monroe street home. Hammond 
was on a couch in. the room. 
The 


wounded man refused to state who 
fired the shot. The wound was de- 
scribed by the surgeon who stated 
that he left the wounded man with 
the defendant, Ada 
Davis until 7 


o'clock the nest morning, when 
he 


was removed to the Sanitarium. The 
witness stated that though he was 
bending over the man in making the 
examination he observed no evidence 
of intoxication. 


At the Sanitarium the Doctor made 


the examination which was described 
to the court and jury. He told of ad- 
ministering the anaesthetic 
and of 


Hammond's condition. He told Ham- 
mond that his condition was serious, 
and if he wanted to make a statement 
to do so before 
the ' examination. 


Hammond stated at this time that 
Ada Davis shot him. The nest morn- 
ing his condition was-so serious that 
it was seen that his 
chances were 


poor. He was advised to make any 
statement he might wish to make at 
once. Hammond then made a dispo- 
sition of his property and repeated 
the story of the shooting. 


Dr. Smith stated that Hammond's 


deatTi resulted from peritonitis caused 
by a gun shot wound in the abdomen. 
On the cross examination Dr. Smith 
stated that the course of a bullet may 
be deflected by a muscle. 
He also 


stated that the bullet 
will take a 


course where the least resistance is:

Dr. Towell. a physician, whose of- 


fice is in East Main street testified 
that Ada Davis came to his office on 
September 1, and asked the doctor to 
come to attend a man who was shot. 
The Doctor found Hammond standing 
in the room. 
Hammond stated that 


he was suffering but little pain. Both 
Ada Davis and Hammond refused to 
talk of Jhe trouble at this time. The 
Doctor d5d not notice any ccidences of 
into\uation. No new points were 
brought out in ths cross examination. 


Clarence Herbert, a saloon 1st, lo-' 


night before the tragedy. 
He said 


Hammond got up about 2 o'clock and 
left the room, saying that he was go- 
ing down stairs. The boy did not no- 
tice any evidences of intoxication. 


Charles Foster, an important wit- 


ness for the prosecution, was ill and 
\\as unable to appear. The court con 
Untied the case until after the noon 
hour to 'allow the witness to recover 
sufficiently to be brought into court. 
Dr. Smith attended the witness Wed 
nesday morning. 


Charles Foster, a saloonist, whose 


place is located on Union street, and 
who was Hammond's employer at the 
time of his death, was called by the 
State In the afternoon. He saw Ham 
mond at the Monroe street house on 
the morning after the tragedy and 
later went to the Sanitarium. He saw 
Ada Davis at the city prison the same 
morning. 


Mr. Smythe asked permission of the 


court to examine the witness on a. few 
points and after a few questions the 
prosecution objected to such examina- 
tion being conducted in the presence 
of the jurors. They were allowed to 
•e.t ire by the court and the examina- 
tion proceeded. 


Mr. Foster stated that he heard 


that Hammond was suffering from a

State Grange. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 13.—At the meet- 


ing of the Ohio State grange a Huron 
county delegate introduced a resolu- 
tion asking the grange to request of 
Senator Foraker that he support the 
president's railway rate ideas. This 
and other resolutions were referred 
without debate to committees. The 
resolutions favor convict labor on pub- 
lic highways, a reasonable salary law 
for county officials, making it a mis- 
demeanor for public officials to travel 
upon a railway pass, forbidding pub- 
lishers of papers and magazines send- 
ing papers after expiration of time of 
subscription, forbidding the killing of 
quail for five years, regulating the 
speed of automobiles, on the public 
highways, and oppose the frequent 
change of textbooks in the common 
schools.

HE Liars' club was formed in 


Jericho al:.:o-;t as soon as there 
•was a poutofflce. For twenty 
years it d'd not number over a 


dozen men, but the musty old records 
show that they -were a noble set of 
liars and held their own against every- 
thing In the county, says Pap Perkins, 
postmaster. 


It was only about twenty-five years 


ago that the club received a great im- 
petus. 
For three or four years the 


members had been telling the same old 
lies over and over again, and some of 
them were talking of resigning when 
a lightning rod man who came to tbe 
village broke bis leg. lie v.-as laid up

for three rnontbs. He found out about 
the Liars' club at an early date and 
insisted that the weekly meetings be 
held at bis room in the tavern. 


It was at this first meeting that the

with a broken leg outlied them so eas- 
ily and so handsomely that they were 
discouraged. He saw it and felt sorry 
for them, and at the second meeting he 
offered to give them lessons.

Truthful Smith, who wns president 


then, denied tlutt tlioiv was any ly::ig. 
There might have been in the begin- 
ning, and the name still Hung, but the 
story, told by every luember, was the 
truth and calculated Io entertain and 
enlighten, lie then had several of the 
members tell their Uvorite yarns, but 
the minister was not to be deceived. 
He reiterated his ultimatum, and at 
the next meeting it was resolved to dis- 
band the club. The only one who"stood 
out against it was I'hiletus Swiftfoot. 
He had paid the ligjitning rod man a 
dollar extra for lessons, and he had a 
story about being out 011 the plains and 
dodging the Indians for two weeks. 
They got him at last and were burn- 
ing him at the stake when a squaw 
who had been in love with his grand- 
father came forward and saved *his 
life. Philetus had told that story over 
and over until he had come to believe 
it and made his wife and children be- 
lieve it.

Panama's Problem,

If 


the latter plan be 


adopted, then the question of how high 
above sea level ii shall be remains to 
be decided. Then there- is the plan of 
M. r.uuau-Varilla, who advocates a 
"strait of Panama" to dhide the west- 
ern continent like another Bosporus 
and which, he declare^, would be the 
best and eventually the cheapest water- 
way through the isthmus 
His" Idea is 


that the canal should hrst be construct- 
ed with a summit le< el 100 feet above 
the sea and with dams and locks. This, 
he thinks, could be done in about four 
years, and the canal_ could be opened to 
commerce. It would then be making 
money, and while slaps went on their 
way the process of lowering the level 
to the sea could go on until there was 
a ship canal from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific forty-five feet deep and 500 
feet wide. 


It is conceded by the advocates of a 


sea level canal that it will require 
much more time and money for its con- 
struction than a lock c-iinal would. The 
estimated cost of such a waterway is 
$250.000,000, and the time in which it 
could be constructed is put at fifteen 
years. The advisory 'board of engineers 
has reported in favor of this plan, and 
its decision was reached by a vote in 
which eight stood for the sea level plan 
and five for the lock canal. The five 
engineers who voted for a lock canal 
will submit a minority report, and the 
president will lay the two reports be- 
fore the canal commission and the 
chief engineer of the canal for consid- 
eration.

MUCH FRICTION 


AT WASHINGTON 


BETWEEN THE PUESIDENT AM) 


KKIH'BJMCAN KENATOUS ON 


CANALi QUESTION. 


Hostility to Roosevelt on Appoint- 


ment of Lane to the Commerce 


Commission. 


Washington, Dec. 13—Friction be- 


tween the Roosevelt administration 
and the Republican leaders in the 
Senate became more than ever ap- 
parent on Monday. These two wings 
of the Republican party in Washing- 
ton seem to be drifting apart and no 
one can foresee the outcome. 


President Roosevelt is seriously 


dissatisfied because senators are hold- 
ing up his nomination of Mr. Lane of 
California to be a member of the in- 
terstate commerce commission. The 
President knows he cannot force the 
Senate to confirm a nomination, but 
he does think he and Mr. Lane are en- 
titled to a vote and not to be kept 
hanging in midair. 


In administration circles the oppo- 


sition to Lane is ascribed to railroad 
influences in the upper branch. 


On the floor of the Senate yester- 


day the railroad rate 
question was 


unexpectedly precipitated, and there 
followed a most interesting debate, in 
the course of which the constitutional 
power of Congress to delegate the 
ratemalving power was seriously ques- 
tioned by leading Republican sena- 
tors. 
All the indications 
are that 


when the Senate lawyers get well in- 
to this legal and constitutional dis- 
cussion it will go on for months. And 
finally the Senate by a vote of 40 to 
23 decided to refer the Panama canal 
emergency appropriation bill to the 
committee on appropriations instead 
of to the committee on inter-oceanic 
canals—generally considered a rebuff 
o the administration. 
Prominent 


Republican senators openly criticized 
alleged extravagance in canal man- 
agement and insisted upon having all 
mployment under the commission 
taken out of the hands of President 
Roosevelt and fixed by law. 


It was noteworthy that among the 


ten Republicans who voted on what is 
;enerally regarded as the administra- 
tion side of the opposition not more 
than one or two could 
be classed 


among the leaders of the body. The 
old guard, the veterans, the men of 
;ommanding influence and position, 
were almost unanimously on the oth- 
er side. The younger 
Republicans 


only rallied to the support of the ad- 
ministration. 


It is charged in administration cir- 


;les that railroad influence has in-* 
duced a clique of Republican senators 
to fight confirmation of Mr. Lane for 
nterstate commerce 
commissioner. 


All President Roosevelt 
asks is a 


square deal and that the nomination 
be considered on its merits, regard- 
ess of wishes of the railroads that 
are fighting his rate policy. He also 
asks a vote, not defeat by indefinite 
delay. The indications are that the 
Senate will give him a vote and re- 
ect the nomination. President Roose- 
velt is thoroughly convinced Mr. Lane 
s eminently fitted to be a commis- 
sioner. 
The fact that the railroads 


oppose him is considered a good point 
n his favor. 
Most of the senators 


who are leading the fight on Lane are 
tvell known opponents of railway rate 
egislation, such as Foraker and Al- 
drich. The objection raised to Lane 
:hat he was a Bryan Democrat does 
not carry any weight with President 
Roosevelt. 
The fact that if Lane is 


confirmed a majority of the commis- 
sion will be Democrats does not cut 
any figure, because the commission is 
not a political body, and it has been 
President Roosevelt's 
policy to ap- 


point men on their merits, not on ac-, 
count of their political 
affiliations. 


The objection that Lane is a Demo- 
crat is evidently somewhat 
forced, 


because the same men who raise it 
suggest that John P. Irish, also of 


ialifornia, would be satisfactory 
to 


them. Mr. Irish is a Democrat—a 


;old Democrat, it is true, but still a 
Democrat. Although it is of none but 
sentimental importance, if Congress 
passes a rate law and authorizes the 
appointment of additional commis- 
sioners the President will name Re- 
publicans. The feeling stirred up

RAILWAY RATES 


Lineup erf Contending Forces and Meaning of 


Momentous Issue to Be Faced. 


Judicial View of President Roosevelt's Proposed Step—Bone of 


Contention Is In Government Control of 


R.a.te Ma.king Power.

HE people of the United States 


have awakened to the fact that 
they are fuciug a momentous 
issue. 
Senator Elkius, chair- 


man of the senate committee on inter- 
state commerce, declares that govern- 
ment regulation of railway rates is 
"the greatest legislative problem with 
which congress has had to deal in for- 
ty years." 
The fact that President 


Roosevelt m_akes this the first question 
which he treats in his annual message 
shows how important he regards th 
proposed step. 


The battle will be in the senate. The 


overwhelming majority by which the 
house passed the Esch-Towusend bii' 
at the last session—320 to 17—indicates 
that there will be no tight worth meu- 
.tioning in 'that body. The Esch-Town- 
send bill, with certain amendments, 
has been reintroduced and will doubt- 
less become the house measure. 
It 


will then be up to the senate, and in 
that body will take place a struggle 
the like of which has not beeii sceu for 
many moons. 


A Vital Matter. 


The issue, in a word, is as to whether 


or not the power to fix rates shall be 
given to the interstate commerce com- 
mission or some similar administrative 
body. 
There are minor details, of 


course, but it is coaceded on all sides 
that they could be compromised. The 
placing of the rate making power in 
the government is the bone of conten- 
tion. It is a vital matter; how vital 
the present generation perhaps does 
not realize. It is fundamental, bein.

the difference between private control 
and public control. However veiled or 
befogged, this remains the chief con- 
tention. Stripped of all side issues, the 
question is simple, Has the nation the 
right to regulate transportation toils? 
However "complicated or mysterious 
the details of rate making may appear, 
the issue itself is plain and clear.

mission access to all books kept by the

of the interstate commerce 


-commission. Other bills have been in- 
troduced in the house, among the rest 
that of Congressman Hearst, which is 
even more radical. But it is fairly cer- 
tain that the Esch-Towusond measure 
is the one tiiat will be pressed through. 


Iu the senate the mojt conspicuous 


bills are that prepared by the interstate 
commerce coiuaiissioii—one by Senator 
Foraker and one introduced or to be 
introduced by Senator Elkins.

Attorney General Moody Would 


Stamp Out the Evil. 


PRODS DISTRICT ATTORNEYS 


Directs Them to 
Enforce the Pro- 


visions of the Elkins Act—Federal 
Grand Juries Already In Action In 
Philadelphia and Chicago — Indict- 
ments Anticipated. 


Washington, Dec. 13.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Moody sent a circular letter to all 
the United States district attorneys, 
85 in number, directing them vigilant- 
ly to enforce the provisions of the 
Blkins act against rebates and dis- 
criminations of all kinds by carriers. 
The method of proceeding suggested is 
by-way of indictments. It is the ex- 
pectation that the letter will result in 
the prompt investigation of all com- 
plaints made of discriminations by 
carriers, followed by the indictments 
where the evidence warrants. 


In his letter the attorney general 


says: "Whenever it is practicable it is 
desirable that indictments should be 
returned both against the shipper and 
the carrier. In some cases, however, 
it may be impossible to obtain suffi- 
cient evidence without the aid of the 
testimony of one of the guilty parties 
to the transaction. In such a case it 
would be wise to use such testimony, 
of course, affording to the witness or 
witnesses immunity from prosecution. 
Under the Elkins law the only penalty 
for its -violation is a fine. I suggest 
to you in all cases where the evidence 
•would warrant it, that an indictment 
for conspiracy to commit an offense 
against the United States, based upon 
section 5440 of the Revised Statutes, 
,t>e obtained. The supreme court has 
helfl, in Clune v. United States (159 
U. S., 590, 595), that .conspiracy to 
commit a crime, itself punishable only 
oy fine, may be punished by imprison- 
ment. In the event of obtaining a con- 
viction upon a charge of conspiracy of 
this kind you are directed to present 
to the court the desirability of inflict- 
ing the penalty of imprisonment."

For several weeks the emperor was 
practically in, confinement and Japan 
gave out the,falhe statement that an 
amicable agreement had been made. 
This is now proven to be uiitrue. The 
agreement was marie under duress and 
at the point of the sword, but the em- 
peror has at last succeeded in piercing 
the cordon of Japanese and getting in- 
formation to the outAr world

is no longer a secret. I may add that 
the emperor, anticipating some such 
act of bad faith on the part of Japan,

ington The emperor felt certain that 
if President Roosevelt could be ma-lp

Eleven Million Collars, the Amount

Washington Dec. 13. — The housa 


will dispose of the statehood question 
before the holiday recess. The precise 
manner m which statehood is to be 
granted to the four territories will be 
set forth in what is known as the 
Hamilton bill, giving statehood to Ari- 
zona and New Mexico as one state and 
to Oklahoma and the Indian Territory 
as another. The bill embodies the 
minor provisions agreed upon, by the 
conference committees of the two 
houses at the last session of congress. 
The plan for statehood legislation will 
be made specific ataRepublican caucus 
of members of the house *.o be called 
ofr Thursday afternoon or evening. 


The appropriation bill to provide the 


isthmian canal commission with the 
funds to carry on the construction of 
the Panama canal will contain no gen- 
eral legislation. This was decided by 
the senate commission on appropria- 
tions, which agreed to report the meas- 
ure appropriaung $11,000.000, the sum 
named by the house bill. 
The first 


section of the bill, in relation to the 
issuance of bonds, was stricken out. 
A bill containing this feature was in- 
troduced in the senate by Mr. Teller 
and will be dealt with by the finance 
:ommittee 
The bill was amended 


urther to provide that in the future 
no expenditures shall be made for the- 
canal except by authority of congress" 
and when appropriations have been 
made by congress.

ion both urged that the canal ap- 
propriation be increased to $10,500,000, 
the amount named in the bill before it 
was amended in the house. They ad- 
mitted, 
however, that 
$11,000,000 


would be sufficient to carry on the 
work until April. In view of the fact 
hat^congress will have plenty of op- 
portunity" to legislate~by that time il 
was determined not to restore the 
5,500,000 cut out by the house. 
The examination of Mr. Bishop, who 


lad been referred to in house debates 
as a "press agent" for the commission, 
was of a personal nature, in that he 
was asked to define his duties.

was shown that in addition to acting 
s secretary he is sore of a diplomatic 
agent, charged with meeting any pos- 
ible contingency that may arise.

Bishop declared that he was not er- 
ected to create public sentiment, but 
o keep it normal. In explanation be 
aid that there had been a determined 
ffort on the part of the opposition in- 
erests to direct public feeling against 
the canal. When asked to name the 
opposition interests, Mr. Bishop speci- 
fied the Nicaragua, the Tehuantepec 
and the Darien canals, and ventured 
to surmise that the transcontinental 
railroads also were concerned in the 
opposition to the canal.

THIS LITIGATION 


BEGAN SEPT. 20 AND DECIDED 


BY SUPKEME COURT ON 


DECEMBER 12. 


Heisey Company Wins Point in the 


Gas Case and Will Continue to 


Drill Well. 


The legal controversy between the 


A. H" Heisey gas company and the 
Columbus Natural Gas company has 
just made a record breaking trip 
through the courts. 


The case was started in Common 


Pleas court on September 20, and on 
December 12 it was decided in the 
Supreme court, having been heard in 
the Common Pleas, Circuit and Su- 
preme courts during that time. 


The matter was decided Tuesday at 


Columbus when an injunction was re- 
fused the 
Columbus Natural 
Gas 


company to restrain the Heisey com- 
pany from drilling a gas well on the 
Taylor farm in Union township, pend- 
ing final decision of the Supreme 
court. 


This case is one iL which the Col- 


umbus Natural Gas company failed to 
pay the rental on September 5, 1905, 
on the Taylor farm and Mr. Taylor 
forfeited the lease to this company, 
transferring it to the A. H. Heisey 
company. The Columbus company 
tendered the rental on September 9, 
which Mr. T?aylor refused to accept. 
It was then deposited in the Licking 
County Bank. The Columbus com- 
pany then erected a derrick and be- 
gan the operation of a well. The A. 
H. Heisey company at once began 
suit to enjoin them from operating on 
the farm. The Heisey company then 
put a well on the farm and they in 
turn were enjoined by the Columbus 
Natural Gas company. The case was 
tried in the court of Common Pleas 
and this court granted the injunction 
in favor of the A. H. Heisey company 
and dissolved the one in favor of the 
Columbus company. The case was 
then appealed to the Circuit 
court 


and tried at Zanesville, this court sus- 
taining the Common Pleas decision. 
It was then taken to the Supreme 
court on error, and the Columbus 
company applied for an injunction; 
pending the hearing, which injunc- 
tion the Supreme court on Tuesday 
refused, thus giving the Heisey com- 
pany right to operate on the land. 


The case was in charge 
of Carl 


Norpell and John David Jones for the 
!A. H. Heisey company, while the Co- 
lumbus Natural Gas company was 
represented by Kibler & Kibler, Gi: 
Daugherty, Ewing of Columbus, and 
Hindman, of Indiana. 


The farm upon which these leases 


were granted is that of D. A. Taylor 
and is in the heart of the best gas 
field in Union township. The origin- 
al price paid by the Columbus com- 
pany to Mr. Taylor for the lease is 
said to have been less than $100 
year, but Mr. Heisey is said to have 
paid something like $1400 for it. As 
stated in this paper Tuesday Capt 
Heisey has drilled 15 gas wells in 
Union township, every one of which 
is a good producer. He is yet to 
strike a "dry hole" in this territory
